GEN. MATSUI’S VIEWS 


General Matsui, in command of the Japanese 
forces operating in this area, has given several 
interviews to the Press, but the one granted to 
Mr, H. G. W. Woodhead, cx, is among the 
first to have been published locally. “It appears 
in this" month’s issue of “Oriental Affairs.” 
General Matsui has been very frank in his 
replies to the questions put to him by the inter- 
viewer, and his statements should help con: 
siderably towards occidental understanding of 
the Japanese attitude, or at least the attitude of 
those Japanese which General Matsui: maybe 
considered to represent. From that point of 
view the interview is of exceptional importance 
and should be read by all interested in finding 
‘out how the Japanese military regard the situa. 
tion jn all its many aspects,» Nevertheless it is 
difficult to, reconcile some of General Matsul’s 
statements’ with those which he has made to 
other interviewers. For example, on the subject 
of Anglo-Japanese relations, he says: 

‘The situation might be said 0 be Improving 
gradually compared with what vas going on in 
the past, but simply speaking in an abstract 
manner, ‘there ts no doubt regarding Une nature 
of Great Britain's Far Eostern poliey. Thelr 
support of the Kuomintang regime is emphasized 
by the steady exchange vate of China's currency 
since the outbreak of Noster. “One example, 
In detail, Is) the large’ amount of arms. and 
fammunitions which has been supplied by Great 
Britain to, the Kuomintang regime. 

General Matsui has not always attached the 
same importance to the supply of arms and 
munitions to China as he has done in this inter 
view, for in hig talk with the correspondent of 
the “Paris-Solr® he is reported as follows: 

In conclusion Genera Mateus stated that 
foreign ald tor China, especially. that of Great 
Britain, wos not of major Importance, but that 
German advisers had helped ‘China considerably. 

AL is apparent throughout the interview that 
General Matsui regards Great Britain as the evil 
deus ex machina and the fact that other nations 
have done, and are doing precisely the same 
‘thing does ‘not, apparently, seem to be quite 50 
heinous an offence, 


POLES APART 


‘The insistence by Japan that China should 
join. the anti-Comintern pact as one of the 
conditions for making peace, contrasted with 
the ever-growing alliance between the Com- 
munists in this country and the Central 
Government, and the many statements by Red 
Headers that they have sunk political diMeulties 
in the interests of the nation, prove again how 
far the Ideals of Tokyo and Hankow remain 
apart, ‘The junction between the Kuomintang 
‘and ihe Communists is full of dangerous pose 
sibilities and ean be welcomed only because It 
cements Chinese national unity. Meanwhile the 
war which has devastated a large part of 
China, ruining millions of peasants who were 
formerly one of the great barriers against the 
‘spread of-communism, is every day making it 
easier for the doctrines of Moscow to win dis- 
ciples. As authority is destroyed, so is law- 
lessness increased, and it Is a sad fact that, not 
‘only in some of ihe districts behind the Japa~ 
hese lines but also in many immediately in 
front of them and likely to be the scene of 
Aghting in the next few weeks, chaotic con- 
ditions have been stimulated. In smaller towns 
in the path of the advancing or retreating 
armies magistrates have been known to. in= 
dulge in all sorts of ‘extortion, while minor 
military commanders have taken’ the opportun- 
ly of reaping a golden harvest while the reap- 
ing is good. In some places there is a state 
of affairs resembling in many particulars that 
which existed in ‘those parts of China wnere 
the communist seeds bore best fruit, in the 
ldays before General Chiang Kai-shek come 
menced his campaign of eradication. Which

‘The declaration made before the Lower 
House of the Diet in Tokyo by the Japanese 
Foreign Minister, Mr. Koki Hirota, that Japan 
is determined to colicet an indemnity tor the 
“China Incident” whether the — nationalist 
government is able to pay such an indemn- 
ty or not, raises a delicate and somewhat 
paradoxical’ issue.

‘The answer 
to both questions would seem to be in the 
nogative. “Mr. Hirota's hint that  indemnitios

‘The statement by the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, Mr. Koki Hirota, in the Lower House 
of the Dict on Feb. 3 that Japan desired to 
maintain “traditional friendly relations” with 
Great Britain, will, it is hoped find sympathetic 
response in the minds of his listeners. Prior to 
the outbreak of these present hostilities there 
was every possibility of the relations. be- 
tween the two countries being placed on a better 
basis than they had been for years. ‘The China 
Incident prevented further conversations on the 
[subject, and the two countries now find them- 
selves ‘with opinions widely at variance with 
jeach other's, It would be a major disaster if 
‘matiers could not be rectified, and it is hoped 
‘that both countries will continue to follow 
policy most condueive to the peace of this part 
Jor the world, Mr. Hirota sald’ that: 

“There have been various discussions in cer 
tain quarters in Japan regarding British move- 
ments, but T cannot see a single case 4m whlch 
Britain hie “seted deliberately against the 
Interests of Japan. If any such case should 
occur, I think It is the duty of diplomats to 
persuade Britain to reconsider’ 

So authoritative a statement, so clearly demon- 
strating the bona fides of Britain's behaviour in 
the Far East, it is hoped, will reach all those in 
‘Japan. who for some considerable time past. have 
been persuaded that Great Britain is the nigger 
fin the Asiatic woodpile. She is, and has been 
nothing of the sort. “That she has insisted upon 
full respect for her interests in China eannot be 
questioned, but what country would demand 
aything less? Insisteneo upon such rights can- 
not at any time be described as unfriendly. That 
Great Britain disapproves of the policy which 
Japan is following in China is only too 
fapparent, but that ‘disapproval, for many 
reasons, ‘fias not been translated info actual 
enmity for Japan It is as well that these 
things should ‘be understood, not only by 
Japanese legislators, but by the ordinary man 
Jin the street, and it is to be hoped that Mr.

Herr Hitler, who tas gone from strengtiy to 
strength in the government of Germany, is 
probably stronger to-day than he has ever boon 
in the whole of his carcer ay Der Puehrer, He 
is now in supreme control of the country, and 
even the Army which did not always soe eye 
to eye with him on the subject of Germany's 
foreign policy has been brought into subjection. 
The removal of Field Marshal von Blomberi, 
and his chief of staff, tte assumption of supreme 
command by himself and the elevation. of 
Col-General Goering to field-marahalship, 
foyether with the appointment of a new, secret 
Cabinet council at one stroke unifles the Nazi 
Party and the Army, and should tend ultimate: 
ly to wipe out those differences which have 
existed otween them. “There had been signs 
that ‘the Berlin-Rome-Tokyo triangle was not 
quite so strong as it was at frst. believed. 
Army opinion was in favour of liquidating 
the German adventure in Spain, Germany was 
Rot too enthusiastic about the poliey Japan 
was following in China, and there was ne 
‘small degree of feeling ‘that even the under 
standing with Italy was not so firmly’ ground: 
ed as it ought to be. ‘Those holding such views 
are now under the control of the one man 
who dictates Germany's foreign poliey, and the 
completeness of German tolalitarianian hos 
been affected. It is natural that this develop: 
ment’ should ‘cause some anxiely abroad, aua 
the fear that this big change heralds the tak- 
ing of greater  docisions i, in ‘the cir 
cumstances, inevitable. It is probable ° that 
now that Herr Hitler is so siemly in tho saddle 
fhe will inerease instead of slacken his “pro 
paganda in Czechoslovakia and Austria, “and 
{Wis probably in this direction that the results 
of this change will drst be noticed, but per- 
hoaps the most signieant feature of the whole 
faffair is the promotion of General Goering 
to Field Marshal, for if it means anything at 
all it snust surely indicate that he is Jit the 
direct ine of succession to Der Fuehrer.

‘As a result, the time of the public 
session of the Counell, at which the 
resolution was to have been submit- 
ted, has beon left in suspense. | It 
will be hela either at 6 pm. to-day 
‘or to-morrow at noon. 

‘The Assembly resolution of October 
last yoar expressed moral, support 
for ‘China. and recommended that 
members of the League should retrain 
from taking any action which might 
have the effeet of weakening China's 
power of resistance, and also consid 
flow far they could individually ex~

He declared that ale raids had beea 
inflicted on seventeen provinces, that 
the Japanese had “slaughtered 20,000 
civilions In Nanking, women and 
children suffering most, and that for~ 
feign righls and. interests had been 
seriously affected. 

“Although the Japanese invaders 
have swelled to nearly a million,” 
Dr. Koo asserted, “the spirit of the 
Chinese people is undaunted, and a 
hherole defence is going on’ on six 
fronts.” 

“No. moro flagrant case of inter 
national aggression.” he proceeded, 
Shas existed In modern history.” 
‘The ease, he argued. was clearly 
Jembraced under the Covenant. in 
Slew. of the unsettled conditions 
Yhroughout the world, Dr. Koo said, 
[the need for effective League action 
Was all the more urgent. As long as 
“Snpanese aggression” in the Par East 
was permitted to rage unrestrained, 
Jpoace in Europe would remain pre 
carious. 

A. just settlement of the Far East 
‘ern eonlliet” Dr. Koo added, “would 
really contribute to the appeasement 
of Europe and lead to a triumph of 
the forees of law and order every-

AERIAL BOMBING 
Feb. 5. 


‘The debate in the House of Commons on 
the subject of aerial bombing brought the 
statement from Mr. Anthony Eden, Foreign 
Secretary, to the effect that the competent) 

departments of the. Government, on. the 
Government's instructions, had initiated ex- 
haustive work on the subject, particularly in| 
relation to the. bombing of civilian popula- 
tong. The Government had accepted a 
resolution moved by Mr. Morgan Jones, for 
the Caerphilly division ‘of Glamorganshire, 
coxpressing the opinion that the growin 
horror. of aerial ‘bombardment should’ be! 
stated tn an international agreement to co- 
operate for the prohibition of such bombing, 
and urging the Government to exert its in- 
fluence towards that end. Consideration of 
the problem reveals all manner of difficulty 
uhead before the nations of the world can 
be brought to a frame of mind in’ which they | 
would accept limitations of any sort in this 
mantter, Not the least important Is the fact 
that in future wars-the nations involved will 
proceed to. the general mobilization of ‘the 
whole of their people, and that, whereas in| 
the past armies and ‘navies alone were at 
war, present practice contemplates the 
organization of the whole of the civilian 
population into a unit for the adequate supply 
and support of the men in the firing line,’ 
‘That is the explanation of the aerial bombing 
of open towns in Spain which has recently 
fevoked so much horror. Both sides consider 
the whole of the inhabitants in the. other's 
territory is mobilized against it, anid that, 
following old military practice, it is their 
duty to ateike at the enemy wherever he may 
be-found. Tt is a very hideous state of 
affairs, but the fact is that what is happening 
{sa very good indication of tho trend of 
present-day military thought which believes 
that it is not now, and will not be in the 
future merely the armed forces of a nation 
whlch ae a war, but the woe ofits popula 
tion, 

‘The average layman is wholly unacquainted 
with what may” be subjected to. aerial 
Bombardment under existing military pro 
cedure, If he knew he would not” be 
surprised that so many. Sbjectives, which he| 
holleves: should have “deen safe, ‘at. present 
receive the unwelcome attention’ of bombers. 
‘The dividing line between what are purely 
military objectives and what are not is so fine | 
that it {sa wonder that anything “escapes 
stuch bombardment, Mr. Eden's remarks have 
roceived the close attention of the German 
press which betrays no small amount of 
Scepticism concerning them, ‘The “Berliner 
‘Tageblatt” argues that the time is inopportune 
to consider such a matter and sugyests that 
the proposal has been made at a time, when 
it happens to suit the political exigences of 
certain Powers. To that argument it can be 
replied that such proposals as are suggested! 
can never be inopportune, that the dictates of | 
humanity require that such matters should be 
considered at any time, regardless of. what 
other preoccupations may engage the atten- 
tion of the world. The theory of much of 
the bombing which has been done recently is 
that one of the chief aims of war is to strike 
such ‘deadly and swift blows that the spirit 
of resistance shall be erushed, and hostilities 
brought to a quicker end than if such a 
poliey were not resorted %0. It is argued by| 
followers of this particular school of thought 
that itis indeed the most humanitarian way, 
of prosecuting # war, as calculated to reduce 
the length of its duration and consequently, 
the amaunt of suffering entailed. Such is 
Claimed to be the realistic view of the matter, 
‘But wien it is considered in the light of what 





‘nds actually happened the theory does not 
abpear to be particularly sound. With all} 
| Bombing that hasbeen indulged nin ote 

spain and China, it cannot yet be said that} 
the morale of the civilians involved has in| 
any great degree been affected: ‘The de-| 
termination to resist in both countries scems| 
jto be as great as ever it was, and when 
it is remembered that well over a year of| 
bombing has failed to bring about a settle-| 
iment of the Spanish civil wat, it s apparent 

at the aeroplane has not proved so efficient, 
fond decisive a weapon as it was originally 
‘believed it would be. 

Certainly the sufferings of the civilian 
populations of both countries have not been| 
reduced, for the heavy toll of death taken| 
by the aeroplane and its bombs, and the failure 
to cut hostilities short by. such means in effect| 
brings about more inhumane warfare than 
hhas ever before been perpetrated. Tt has 
been proved time and time again that human 
fortitude rises superior to the threat of the 
machine and the bomb, and that-the de- 
termination to fight on is reinforced by the’ 
indignation that this type of warfare inspires 
in the breasts of Its victims. ‘The contention 
{ig without an adequate péychological basis as 
experience has now amply proved. The 
‘question naturally arises whether some sort 
‘of canvention cannot be brought into being 
imiting aerial bombardment Sto purely 
military objectives. As has already been 
pointed out, the definition of military objec- 
tives, is wide enough in its scope to permit of| 
nearly all that is now being done, and that| 
‘good results could only be obtained by the! 
reduction of that scope. Therein Wes the 
whole difficulty. There is hardly a town in| 
Europe, that in the event of war, would not! 
hhave an intimate connection with’ the hostili- 
tes. A town through which a railway passes| 
may be bombed, though it is expected that] 
the bombing will only be directed at the 
rallway and its buildings, A eity engaged in| 
the manufacture of war supplies may be 
subject to attack from the air, and there are! 
very few which nowadays are not engaged in 
such manufacture. Tt would not be difficult 
to enlarge the list, and it is because of this| 
fact that there will be much groundwork to| 
be done before it will be possible to formulate 
fa scheme to be submitted to the world at! 
large. Even then the different views of the| 
various Powers will be very hard to reconcile, 
but that is no reason why the attempt should| 
not be made, but rather why, in the interests| 
of humanity, it should be. 











JAPAN'S RESPONSIBILITY 
2 Feb. 7; 


The addressing of similar Notes by Great! 
Britain, France and the United States to Japan| 
on the subject of her naval intentions should 
serve to clarify the alr, no matter what 
attitude Tokyo adopts in the matter. She 
may refuse to give the information desired 
of her, and in all probability that will mean 
that the Powers concerned will accept as 
correct the information upon which they. 
based their communications, ‘That has not 
been made public, but it is apparent that 
Japan has already commenced, or con- 
templates the commencement of, the construc 
tion of war vessels outside the limits pres- 
cribed by the London Naval Treaty, and that 
the signatories to that document feel that 
‘advantage should be taken of those safeguards. 
which were inserted in the Treaty as precau- 
tions against the very situation that has now, 
apparently, arisen. Japan is party to no 
treaty limiting the numbers or sizes of her 
war vessels, and shortly after she left the 
London Naval Conference in 1936, when her 
proposal for a “common upper limit” was 
rejected, the Naval Minister boasted that 
Japan had now been “released from the 
naval ratio bondage.” ‘There is, therefore, no 
reason why she should not proceed to increase 
her Navy to any extent she considers desir- 
able, and in any consideration wf the subject] 
‘that fact should always be borng in mind. It] 
does not matter how wise or unwise her naval 
policy may be considered, it is perfectly plain 
that Japan is well within her rights to do 
what it is believed she is either, actually 
doing or about to do. Tt must be apparent 
that ‘the three Governments acted upon in- 
formation which they have every reason to 
believe, for no responsible Government would 
take such action upon mere guesswork ar ill-| 
founded belief, ‘The United States’ Note is| 
‘quite explicit. It says:— 

“There for some timo have been persistent| 
and cumulative reports, which, in the absence | 
of explicit assurances from the Japanese Gov- 
ernment that they are unfounded, must be 
deemed authentic that Japan has tndertaken 
or intends to undertake the construction of 
capital ships and cruisers not. in. conformity 
with the above limits. (Those to which Great 
Britain, France and the United States are 
fammitted “by ‘the London Noval Treaty of 
Governments do not address Notes in terms| 

{such as those unless they are quite sure of 
j their ground, and it would seem that there 
is very little room for Japan to reply with 9 
denial, Refusal to give the assurances re- 
quired will immediately bring the “escalator” 
clause of the London Naval Treaty into 
operation. Article 25 provides:— 

In the event of any vessel not in conformity| 
with the Limitations ‘and restrictions as. to 
standard displacement and armament pres 
eribed by -Afticles 4, 5 and 7 of the present 

















‘Treaty being authorized constructed, or 
acquired by a Power not a pariy to. the 
present ‘Treaty, each High Contracting Party] 
Feserves the Tight to depart if, and to the 
extent which, He considers such departures 
necessary in order to meet the requirements 
of His national safety.......- 

It will be seen that what appears to be the 

present naval policy of Japan does not bring 

about any breach of the provisions of the 

‘Treaty to which the-three countries are party, 

but provides for their taking common action 

within, ils framework calculated to offset 
whatever may turn out to be Japan's ultimate 
intentions. . Failing a! satisfactory reply from 

‘Japan, these three Powers will take steps| 

permilted by: the above clause and proceed 

with any construction they may deem neces: 
sary always notifying each other of thelr in- 
tentions."°‘Thus, should they find that Japan 
is indeed proceeding with the construction of 

‘a 45,000 ton capital ship armed with 18 in. 

‘guns, they each may decide to build one, and 

if Great Britain and the United States desired 

to insist upon the 5-5-3 ratio they might each 
very well lay the keels of two such vessels, 

‘with the result that the construction of one| 

by Japan might call five others into being, 
It is apparent that Japan is being faced 

fairly and squarely with the responsibility of! 
making the world embark ‘upon. a .naval| 
armaments race, She and she alone has to 

@ecide what the naval future of the great 

Powers is to be. An acceptable assurance| 

‘that she has no such intention as that sug- 

gested in the Notes would, at any rate for 

the time being, prevent any competition, but, 
if the unofficial statement of an official of the 

Japanese Ministry af Navy is anything to go| 

by, Japan will not give any assurance which 

would place her under exactly those same 

Liabilities which she left the London Naval 

Conference to avoid. It would indeed be a! 

step back towards the ratio system which| 

Japan resents as a yoke. There is still a| 

‘way out if Japan is already committed, ‘The 

American Note states that in the event of this 

being so it would be willing to discuss with| 

the Japanese Government the question of 
tonnages and calibres to be adhered to in 
the future, providing that such consultation 

‘would be concluded by May 1, It is apparent, 

however, from all that has occurred in the 

ppast that nothing will satisty Japan except 
the “common upper Limit,” or, in other words 

the substitition of naval parity for the 5-5-3 

ratio under the Washington Treaty. ‘That| 

the other Powers are still as unlikely to ac- 
cept now as they have been in the past, and 
it is more than a little doubtful whether any 
settlement of the matter can be reached along. 
these Lines. There is no reason in the world 
why Japan should receive parity, for she has 
neither the possessions abroad nor the long. 
‘ea lines to protect which is the case with the 
other Powers. Her navy from the point of 
view of defence is adequate for that purpose, 
and a decision to, build to higher limits can 
only be taken as a sign tf an aggressive policy 
which the signatories to the. London Naval 

‘Treaty cannot afford to ignore. With all that 

‘Japan is at present committed to, she is not 

50 well placed as either Gteat Britain or the 

United States to enter into the competition 

which appears inevitable if Japan adheres to 

‘what appear to be her present intentions, and 

even now itis tobe hoped that she will modify 

hher naval policy, for the only danger of ag- 
gression which she might ever run will be 
of her own causation, 

















ON CRITICISM

The lot of the critic is always a bitter one, 
whether he criticizes amateur or professional 
entertainment, art or literature or any of| 
those things’ which are susceptible _to| 
criticism. The man who fails to find 
beauty in some of the creations of Mr. 
Epstein,’ or in the vague meanderings of 
‘surrealism is, by the cognoscenti dubbed an 
ignorant lout, “He who fails, on the other 
hand, to run with the common herd is classed 
as a poseur, and 90, whichever way he leans, 
the critic is always in for trouble. This| 
journal's critic who attended the performance | 
of “The Sleeping Beauty” by the Russian| 
Ballet has been taken to task for not mention- 
ing the dancing of two of the members of the| 
‘cast, and for using a quarter of the space at 
his disposal for “irrelevant criticism” of the 
‘orchestra. ‘The writer of the letter was en- 
thusiastie over the production and felt that 
those taking part in it had been hardly done 
by, and hurried to their defence. The critic 
replies in to-day's issue and gives his reason 
for omitting reference to the two dancers 
whom Mr. Richard Price so warmly com- 
mends. He did not find the dance so perfect. 
as is contended, and preferred, where he was 
unable to give commendation, not to say 
anything at all. He could have, had he 
‘wanted to, pointed out the fault and drawn 
attention to it. ‘That might have been the 
better course, in view-of the fact that there 
‘were other performances at which amendment 
could be made. To have done so would have 
rendered the Ballet a service, but might on. 
the other hand have given his own critic 
further ground for attack. That, of course, 
should. not, and probably did not influence 
‘him in the aetion he took, though possibly the 
sentiment of kindness led him to criticize by 
omission, which is generally a quite effective 
method, though it has the disadvantage that 
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the artist concerned may not realize the 
fault which deprived him of commendation. 

In a place like Shanghai the critic has a 
more dificult tas than fhe has in such elties 
as London and New York, Paris ot Berlin. 
He is known generally to a much larger pro- 
portion of the readers of this journal than 
would be the ease where he serving 
hewspaper in any of the metropolles. men- 
tioned. ‘There. is, consequently, about his 
writing a quality of personality which is 
Xbsent elsewhere, That should not deter him 
irom franimess, it is true, but there is. very 
much in the fact that he hes to'live with the 
people he evticizes, and has, occasionally, to 
walk like the cat—circumspectly, That is 
‘more particularly the case when an amateur 
performance is under consideration, It is 
very diffeait for- an amateur having been 
criticized ‘on the first performance to take 
the stage on the second and ensuing nights 
as if nothing had happened. He or she feels 
that the whole of the audience realizes what 
has happened, and is looking on with greater’ 
intentness than if he or she had not been 
criticized. A greater degree of self-con- 
slousness is induced, greater nervousness, 
perhaps, for it is only the professional that 
fan easily withstand the bufets of reviewers 
with: that equanimity which comes of lone 
experience and the knowledge that after alt 
acting means a livelihood, He has got to 
Accept criticism and Like it, whether he does 
or not, The members of the Russian Ballet 
may be considered to be professionals, and 
while this journal's critic was most moderate 
in what he said, they cannot complain if they 
are not always “buttered up” as some people 
seem to think they should be. ‘That Talses 
the ‘question as to whether amateurs ‘and 
professionals should be handled differently 
when reviews of their performances are being 
written. On that there is a lasting and con= 
Siderabie difference ‘of opinion, "The pro- 
ponents of the doctrine that, because both 
are taking the public's money, there is really 
‘no difference in the standards to be applied 
have much to support thelr view, It should 
not, however, be accepted with too much 
readiness: 

‘There is a great difference between the 
amateur and the professional, The former 
plays as a hobby, does not, and cannot be 
expected to give all the time and study to 
his part whieh is expected of the professional, 
‘The public supporting amateur” theatricals 
fully ‘realize that, and, when they reserve 
seats for such performances, are under no 
misapprehension, They are going to 300. an 
amateur show, and, consequently, fully realize 
what they have to expect, They are, natural- 
ly, not likely to be hypercritical, and, if they 
are not, there is no reason ‘why the critic 
should adopt any different attitude, Of 
recent years amateur theatrical productions in 
Shanghai have reached a very high standard, 
‘There are some who aver that the A.D.C’s 
recent performance ame very close 40 the 
play’ as seen in London, High praise indeed, 
but probably inspired by just that toleration 
which this journal argues should be applied 
to-amateur efforts. On the other hand, were 
canons of professional criticism applied to 
amateur productions, how often could it be 
suid that thoy better the efforts of the second 
raters in the profession? Not very often, 
though without exaggeration, it may be said 
that many ‘recent performances. have. been 
just as good, With regard to the Russian 
professionals appearing in Shanghai the same 
principles can be held to apply. The public 
Knows who they are, the resources at thelr 
disposal, tho talent in'thetr rans, and, realiz~ 
ing all this, knows just about what sort of per- 
formance to expect at their hands, They are, 
consequently, not deceived if the” newspaper 
erties. show’ that same ‘moderation towards 
them that they show to the amateur, Dif- 
ferent considerations arise when an unknow 
professional company—of which Shanghai 
hhas seen so few in Tecent years—comes. to 
town. The newspaper reviewer is expected 
to tell the public what sort af performance 
it gives, ‘whether it provides entertainment 
Suffclenily. good to justify the outlay upon 
tickets. Here the public doos not kirow all 
the circumstances and has to depend upon the 
newspapers in the first instance, In to-day" 
issue the critle shows that he is quite able 
to look after himself, and he may’ rest assured 
{hat this fournal has compete confdanee tn

BACK TO WORK 


‘The unrestricted ‘opening of the Hungiao 
aren to forelgn and Chinese alike which oc- 
curred. on Feb, -G"will be weleomed by ell 
those who ‘desire to. see the rehabilitation of 
that district, and the fact that throughout the 
day a stendy stream of farmers were to be 
seen going back. to their land is indicative of 
their ‘anxiety to get to work again. It Is 
obvious from the reports to hand that much 
eleaning-up will have to be resorted to before 
the place becomes completely safe either for 
residence or other purposes. It is stated that 
most of the potato-masher type of bombs have 
been cleared away, but unexploded artillery, 
and trench mortar shells are still to be found 
lying about in yards and gardens where they 
fell, ‘Those going back to the land should be 
‘warned of the danger of interfering with these 
missiles. It will bo remembered that for a 
Jong period after the {rouble of 1932 occasional 
reports appeared in the newspapers of deaths 
and injurles resulting from ‘tampering with 
these things. It does not follow that because 
fa. shell failed to explode when it was fired 
from a cannon: that it will remain quiescent 
under any kind of treatment, and one of the 
most foolhardy things for anyone to do is to 
try and break a shell down without the highly 
technical - knowledge which4s necessary. It is, 
possible: that some arrangements will have to 
be made for clearing away these dangerous 
articles, but until that is done. those - who 
happen’ to run across them. would’ be well ad- 
vised to leave them alone, In other connections 
the remark Is often made that It Is better to 
be safe than sorry, but meddling with an un- 
exploded shell_may deprive that meddler of 
even the ,chanee (o experience regret. With 
regard to’ another aspect of the unconditional 
reopening of the Hungjao district it is to be 
hoped that every care will be taken to prevent 
the ocurrence of untoward incidents. That will 
require considerable forbearance on the part 
‘of everyone, but is essential that this should 
be carefully -observed. Tt is only with the 
return of confidencs to the Chinese who, 
normally occupy that area that others usually 
residing dn other districts will be persuaded 
‘also to return to thelr homes and get to work 
fon the taske of rehabilitation which Is so long 
overdu, 














STEPS TOWARDS NORMAL

mills will help to absorb a portion of Shanghal’s 
Unemployed, while peasants will be able, after 
compliance 'with the regulations, to return 10 

the war has left of thelr ‘homes and so 
Felleve the burden of refugee support which 
has: become increasingly heavy as the hostill- 
ies have dragged on, month atter month. For 
the relaxation of the restrictions on visits to 
the occupied areas to become really effective, 
itis necessary that the Japanese should soe 
that confidence is restored and’ the organiza 
tion for the preservation of law and. order 
should be tightened up, So long as there is a 
chance that there may be a repetition of some 
of the regrettable incidents of the past, the 
humble peasant will be ghary of leaving, the 
comparative safoty of the foreign zones. This 
fact has doubtless been appreciated by the 
Japanese, singe a return to normal in this part 
of China would ease them of very serious 
Fesponsibilities, and leave thom free to devote 
mote atlention to the problem of sorting out 
the chaos which reigns in other districts in the 
Yangtze delta, Tt is satisfactory to note that 
thls question has been successfully tackled in 
some cities, such as. Hangchow and Kashing. 
‘The need for the rovival of confidence was 
‘welt Illustrated in the account of the develop- 
ments in Kashing given yesterday by the 
Japanese embassy spokesman. Though the 
utilities in’ that elty have been restored, there 
fare still only 8,000 Chinese living there, thougn 
the number is increasing by hundreds daily. 
‘There are still 00,000 former inhabitants who 
must be persuaded to roturn. It can be taken 
for granted that tho majority of them are 
wilting enough, and are only wailing for the 
necessary. asvurances,

A STUPID ACT 


‘That the terrorists, despite reports to the 
contrary, have not yet left Shanghai is proved 
by the "incident. which occurred early - on 
Feb, 4 in the building of the “Shanghai Bven- 
Ing Post & Mercury.” ‘The throwing of a bomb 
at such an enrly Tour is to be taken as some 
Sort of demonstration, against whom, however, 
It is not at present clear. If the man responsible 
Sought to terrify any of the journalists who 
might have been Involved, had the throwing 
occurred at a later hour in the day, he has 
‘most certainly wasted his time, for it is not at 











all tkely that any of’ them would be by such 
means induced to make any change in the) 
opinions they might hold. ‘Terrorism rarely 
‘succeeds in achieving the ends for which it is 
designed. Indeed it" is quite likely to have 
exactly the reverse effect, for the indignation 
aroused is all the more real and is calculated 
jo confirm the Intended victim, or victims in his, 
or thefr views. When due consideration is given 
{o all aspects of terrorism such as ts being per- 
petrated now, It should be apparent to everyone 
that’ those responsible for conducting it have 
8 wrong sense of psychology on the one hand 
fand a perverted idea of duty to the Chinese 
cause on the other. A continuance of such 
practices as have been going on for some weeks 
ast renders no service to China. On the con- 
trary it is caleulated to alienate the very real 
sympathy which is felt for this country in the 
misfortunes she is enduring. This was not a 
case of a terroristic act against Japanese in- 
torests, which might be perfectly comprehensible, 
Hf even then to be strongly reprobated, but a 
demonstration against foreign neutrals and in- 
leates a eriminal irresponsibility which must do 
China's cause harm in the eyes of the world, 
‘That will undoubtedly be the reaction abroad, 
and China's friends will regret most deeply that 
factions such as this connot possibly have any 
other effect.

In addition, the spokesman. sai 
description of the buildings where 
such insignia were used, as well as 
all other data tending io ald their 
identifation, was asked. 1¢ possible,

properties was marked was also re- 
quested. 

‘This step, the spokesman declared, 
was being taken in view of the possi- 
ble extension of the present zone of 
hostilities. 

‘The various diplomatic authorities 
approached in Peiping, the spokesman 
slated, were also requested to counsel 
the evacuation of thelr respective 
nationals from the specified zone. 


Embassles Recelve Note 
Hankow, Feb, 3. 

‘The various Embassies here to-day 
received copies of the Note delivered

Seven Plainclothes Men Pay! 
Extreme Penalty 


Convicted in a Japanese military 
courtmartial of engaging in activities 
detrimental to the safety of the Jap- 
‘nese expeditionary forces, seven 
Chinese were executed by the Jap- 
‘anese gendarmerie on January 28, 
Japanese Army communiqué an- 
ynounced on Feb, 1. The execution took 
place at an undisclosed place on 
Range Road, according to the an- 
nourcement. 

“The convicted men were tried on 
January 19 on charges of having 
‘engaged In anti-Japanese activities 
fas members of a mobile unit of the 
‘Kiangsu-Chekiang Executive Com- 
mittee of the Military Affairs Com- 
‘mission of the former Nanking Gov- 
ernment. 

‘Their names were given as Chou 
Chi-tang, Fang Chia-chuan, Yang 
Kuang-lon, Hsu Hslang-kwel, Chang 
Man-kun, Ku Jen-yuan and Chen 
Kung-lin, 

‘Questioned whether the alleged 
terrorists had been arrested by the 
Settlement police, the military spokes~ 
‘man at tho ' press conference 
Stated that he had no information: 
nor could he give the tin.e and place 
of their belng apprehended. He 
further said that they were shot be- 
hhind walls in the Settlement and that 
the ‘execution was closed to the 
public. 

Tt was also affirmed that they were 
arrested for terrorism, but no in- 
formation was available whether thelr 
facts had been directed against Chi- 
nese. Accused were allowed to stale 
their ease, but differing from court

On January 24 last, the office of his 
newspaper was bombed, two Chie 
nese, a man ands woman, being 
badly injured. 

The two police constables were on 
patrol duty on Roule Stanislas 
Chovatier, and were just passing the 
large gaol when they discovered the 
decapitated head of the unfortunate 
‘editor, resting beside a cement. post 
From the post fluttered a small slip 
of paper which bore, in Chinese 
characters, the words “A Warning to 
‘AntisJapanese Elements." 

‘The, head was actually mot identi- 
fed till next morning. Mr, Tsai 
was a native of Pootuns and 24 years 
fof age at the time of his death, ‘The 
body has not yet been found, but 
the French Police have opened an 
Intensive investigation. 








Paper Bombed 


‘The “Social Evening News, 
Chinese newspaper with offices at 
222 Shantung Road, was bombed on 
January 24, the day before it was to 
resume publication the attack taking, 
place at about 730 pm. ‘The bomb, 
A hand-grenade of the | “potalo- 

her” (ype, was thrown by a man 
dressed in Chinese clothes who sud- 
[denly appeared in the door-way and 
hhurled the grenade across the office. 

It exploded on the floor, injuring 
‘a man and 9 woman who were work: 
ing there at the time; the bomb- 
Yhrower escaped, and ‘has as yet 
managed to elude drag-nets put out 
by the police. Prior to its opening, 
{the editor of the paper communicated 
with the Japanese authorities with a 
View to submitting to them proofs 
of all war news. 

At the time of the bombing, it was 
thought that a possible motive might 
have been that terrorist elements 
had assumed that the "Social Even 
ing News" was (o become pro- 
Japanese in poliey.

One of the biggest sond-offs ever 
uccorded to a British regiment loav- 
ing Shanghal was given to the Second 
Baltallon, the Royal Welch. Fusiliers, 
when they loft on Feb, 11 for Hong: 
kong and the Soudan, on board the 
transport Dunera, Inthe rst place, 
heading the battalion was the ‘band 
of the Fourth Marines, signifying the 
felendship which hag existed between 
the two battalions sinee they met in 
China during the Boxee uprising. All 
‘long the rqute as far as the Garden 
‘Bridge wore crowds of Chinese, who 
hhad turned out especially to sce the 
departing battalion parade in full Jet, 
‘headed by two bands, and presenting 
an exceptionally smart appearance. 
‘The band of the Loyal: Regiment also 
headed the parade. 

On tho march down to the Shan; 
hai & Hongkew Whart many of the 
Chinese who lined Nanking Road and 
‘Tho Bund followed behind the 
bbattation as it marched towards the 
Garden Bridge, 

‘Well betore the departure of the 
Fusiliers from the Nace Course, 
erowds had Yathered In Nanking 
Road, | At 1045, four Sikh lancers 
under ‘Trooper Sergeant C. Frankish, 
‘manquvred into position in front of 
the parade, the Fourth Marines band 
struck up,'and to the roll of drums 
the Fusiliers moved off from the Race 
Course, where they had been billetied 
for ome time. Riding before his 
men, was Ligutenant-Colonel D. Mf. 
Barchard, thelr popular commanding 
officer, and his second in command,

Behin 
the motor-eycles was a car, mounting 
a motion picture apparatus’ operated 
by a group of Japanese by special 
pormission of the officer commanding 
the Fusiliers. ‘The Japanese. filmed 
the parade as it marched well in step 
down Shanghat's main street, along 
‘The Bund, across the Garden Bridge, 
and through Broadway. Mony- an 
amateur photographer also snapped 
the Fusiliers on the march. 

‘Pausing briefly before reaching the 
Garden Bridge, the Fourth Marines’ 
Band atmuck up loudly with roll of 
drums as the parade reached tho 
bridge. Japanose army and navy 
entries on duty on the further side 
Of the bridge stood to attention as the 
parado pamed. A large gathering of 
Britons was waiting for the parade

Despite New Year holidays Chi- 
‘nese coolies toll daily in the Eastern 
istrict gathering iron and other 
‘metals and conveying them to tem: 
porary dumps whence they are later 
shipped to Japan, 

‘This has been going on since 
January 1, with hundreds of coolies 
going through the devastated Chinese 
industrial properties and collecting 

schinery, boilers, sheet iron, wire 
and other’ metal objects by the ton 
for supplying Japanese needs. 

Visitors to the Hongkew, Wayside, 
Kashing Road, Dixwell Road and 
Yongtszepoo iwreas have been in 
pressed by the number of scrap 
‘metal depots, some of them flying 
the Japanese fag, others not being 
specially marked,” It is possible to 
pass more than x dozen of the dumps 
Jon @ half hour's car ride through the 
region, going at moderate speed, 
Such ‘trip also reveals the exten= 
sive operations of collecting and 
transporting the metal, which is 
conveyed mainly by lorry or hand- 
cart.

“Down, in Tahith" explained Mr. 
Kinney, “we are in the happy posi- 
tlon of possessing: all the comforts of 
civilization, and at the same time 
living in utter peace of mind, and 
in a security which few other places 
can offer. Who would want to at- 
tack “an out-of-the-way place like 
‘Tahiti? Recently, the island has 
Ween provided with three naval 
planes by the home government, but 
they are Used principally for flights 
between the Islands making up the 
Society group. 

“We have radios, refrigerators, 
clectrle light, cars, and telephones. 
But we manage very well without 
‘wars, most ilinesses, ‘and the fever= 
Ish struggle which ‘life has become 
in more civilized parts of the world. 
We are really happy, and genuinely 
contented with our lot". 

"Those who go to live in ‘Tahiti, 
explained Mr. Kinney, soon acquire 
fa new outlook on life, ‘They just 
fare not interested in polities, they 
hardly even bother to tune in to 
reports of the wars in China and 
Spain, and the only news which 
really interests them is the exchange, 
fand the price of copra. 








No Scare Headlines 


"Sometimes", sald Mr. Kinney, “I 
tune in to a station from which a 
War report is being broadcast. ‘Then 
T say to myself, ‘If that is elviliza- 
tion,’ thank God'T am in Tahit’, and 
‘xwiteh to another station.

‘As the rumblings of warfare recede 
farther inland from Shanghai ‘the 
number of Japanese residents here 
4s increasing rapidly, the “Shanghat 
Mainiehi” stated on’ Feb. 1, 

‘The Japanese population of Shang- 
hat now is almost half what it was 
fat the start of the condlict, 

‘According to the consus of July 1, 
tolal Japanese population of Shang- 
hal was 20,612, including Formosan 
ana Koreans. 

In December 4,838 Japanese came 
to Shanghal; of those, 2,613 returned 
to reside in the Hongkew area, while 
2225 went back to Japan, 

During October, “November and 
December 11,100 Japanese came here: 
47720 returned to their homes, while 
the remainder were visitors who re- 
mained here for a short period: 

In January 5,000 Japaneso residents 
came back to Shanghai from Japan, 
increasing the present total popula 
tion to 12,983, the paper stated.

Conditions In the Autumn, Term) 
were naturally influenced by thi 
situation existing locally when the 
school reopened on November 1. 
During October the names of pupils 
who wished to resume their studies 
were obtained; a total of 414 boys re~ 
istered, Following this response 
temporary premises were secured in| 
the Chinese Y.M.C. A. 599 Szechuen 
Road. ‘The accommodation here was. 
limited and part of it had to be 
shaved with the Polytechnic Schoo! 
whose building was being used as a 
hospital. Tn consequence it was only 
possible to hold classes from 1 to 
5 pm. daily, A month after re~ 
‘opening the enrolment had reached 
420, About 270, boys who in June: 
had reserved places for the Autumn. 
‘Term did not appear. Many of tho 
had deft Shanghai; a number, at 
Tater date, signified their intention of 
returning to the school in 1938. 


Destruction of School Library 


‘As was inevitable with shortened 
hours of teaching and restricted faci- 
ities for instruction, the work of the 
‘sohiool has been adversely . affected 
fund much ground has been lost, es 
‘which’ are

fof several years. Practical science 
had {0 be abandoned and very little 
physical training could be given. The 
destruction of the school library, 
founded in 1909, and in 1996 contatn- 
ing over 6.000 volumes, many. of| 
which eannot be replaced, is particu- 
larly regrettable and has proved a 
reat Joss to teachers and pupils. 


Ils Kadoorle Schoo! 


At the Ellis Kadoorie Public Schoo! 
for Chinese, owing to the hostilities 
in the Shanghai area, the opening of| 
the ‘new school year was delayed 
until November 1, and the enrolment, 
was 987 instead of the expected 500 
Apart from the interruption in the| 
‘Autumn Torm, when two valuable| 
months of the ‘school year were lost, 
the work of the schooi has proceeded 
steadily. Tt is feared that the absence| 
fof facilities for laboratory practice| 
Will react detrimentally upon. the| 
general standards in these subjects in 
the near future, ‘ 


At the end of the summer vacation 
the unrest occasioned by. the ‘local 
hostilities made it impossible to re- 
‘open the school on the scheduled 
date, ‘The premises were subsequent~| 
ly occupied by US. defence-forces 
‘and by evacuated employees from. 
other institutions until mid-October. 
‘The schoo! building were then taken| 
over by the Public Health Depa 
ment to house the Municipal Police: 
Hospital. Temporary premises were 
rented at 1107 Connaught Road, and 
the school was opened for the Autumn. 
‘Term on November 1, the teaching 
hours being from 8 a.m. to noon 
Tho temporary accommodation, which 
‘was shared with the Nich Chin Kuci 
School, was found to be adequate for| 
‘an enrolment of less than four hund- 
red puplls, there being no facility 
for the teaching of special subjects| 
such as practical science or art. 
‘These conditions obtained up to the 
end of the year under review. 


Nieh Chih Kuei School 


‘The outbreak of hostilities found 
the ‘Nich Chih Kuet Public School 
for Chinese in the heart of the 
troubled district and it was not until 
November thay studies were resumed 
in temporary premises in Connaught 
Road for afternoon sessions only. 
The reducdd number of school burs 
necessitated a modified curriculum 
‘and work was conducted under great 
dimculties. - However, despite the 
hhandleap, studies are now proceeding | 
more normally and it is anticipated 
that good results will be obtained.

general behaviour of the boys was 
excellent, and the maintenance of 
diseipline an easy matter. 
During'the Summer vacation, up to 
the outbreak of hostilities, a’ large| 
number of boys attended the Hong.

Polytechnle Public Schoo! 


‘The bullding of the Polytechnic| 
[Public Schoo! for Chinese was taken 
‘over completely as a billet in August 
‘and later used by the Public Health 
‘Department as on Isolation Hospital 
for Chinese, ‘This resulted in a 
[severe disorganization -of all spheres 
Jof-schoo! work; instead of re-opening 
Jon the proper date it was not until 
[November 1 that temporary accom- 
modation was found at the Chinese 
Y.M.CA, and then only on a part, 
time basis of four hours daily. Con- 
[sequently there is very little com- 
parison between the Spring and Au- 
tumn ‘Terms of the year. In the 
‘Spring Term the school had a normal 
enrolment of $22, For the Autumn| 
Term only 373 pupils returned, 307 
‘old and 66 new boys. In the ‘tem. 
porary building work was conducted 
funder ditieult conditions. 


In addition, owing to lack of fact 
lies, It was necessary to drop the! 
following subjects—Manual ‘Training 
Practical Work in Physics, Chemistry, 
‘and Biology; Singing and Physical 
Exercises, ‘There being only six 
periods per day, instead of the usual 
eight, It was also necessary to cut 
down the time devoted to several 
other subjects. 


Secondary School for Chinese Girls 


‘The Headmistress of the Secondary 
‘School for Chinese Girls reports that 
the enrolment for the Spring ‘Term 
was 471, with an average attendance 
of 94 por cent. The prospect of en- 
rolling $00 pupils in the Autumn was 
evidenced by the number of applica 
tions for admission, 79 being selected 
‘at an entrance examination at which 
there were 209 candidates, Even with 
the local disturbances the number on 
roll maintained the high level of 374 
children. 


‘The general health of the school 
was very satisfactory. Special atten- 
tion was devoted to the physical con-| 
dition of the girls especially in re- 
gard to the care of the eyes, ears. 
teeth and skin. To the teacher of 
hywione was assigned the task of 
jehecking individual health records 
and advising pupils too consute dent- 
Ists or physiclans where necessary. 
‘The course of study during the, 
Autumn ‘Term was limited to four 
hours daily divided into five periods 
of 45 minutes each or 30 periods a 
week. This number corresponds to 
that prevailing during normal times 
for whole day sessions, A few sub-| 
jects such “as eitizenship, morning, 
‘mass drill and certain extra-cur- 
Fieulum work have been eliminated: 
for the time being while the usual 
physical activities have been, eur- 
tailed. : 
‘The total enrolment at the Couneit’s| 
‘Schools for Chinese in June, 1937,

Extracts From Foreign 
Reports 

At the Public and Thomas Hanbury 
School for Boys, 18 pupils were suc- 
Jeessful in the Cambridge School Cer- 
tifleate Examination, and of these 14 
satisfied the requirements of London 
University and obtained exemption 
from. the London Matriculation 
Examination, In the Junior Examina- 
tion 11 pupils passed.

Special Chinese Unit 
Leaves Shanghai 


‘The departure of a special 
Chinese anit in the Settlement 
and the French Concession was 
widely reported in Chinese press 
circles on Feb. 1, but the publica- 
tion of the report was banned by 
the Japanese censors. Only: 
foreign-registered Chinese news- 
papers were able to publish it. 

‘The unit, according to these cir- 
cles, was aitached to the Kiangsu- 
Chekiang Special Corps of the 
Military’ Affairs Commission. 
‘While the Corps employs guerilla 
tacties in attacks on the Japanese, 
the special unit stationed in the 
two foreign areas only concerned 
itself with ‘the suppression of 
activities of traitors. 


‘On January’ 26, the Japanese 
censors issued notices to Chinese 
press, asking them not to publish 
any report of the departure of 
‘the special unit. On the following 
two days, explosions of cigaretie- 
tin bombs were reported in the 
French Concession and in the

GET ATTENTION 
Microphotography Detects 
Cleverest Forgeries 





‘The recent appearance of many 
forged, altered or otherwise invalid 
bbankeotes, offered as payment In 
Chinese cabarets, hotels “and. shops, 
hhas concentrated attention on the 
‘means of detecting the spuriousness 
of certain types of notes, ‘The paper, 
printing, correspondence of figures 
and ‘writing, —kontegpondence of 
Chinese characters with English 
words; dates, places ‘of issue, and 
over-slamping are factors considered. 

One of the surest means of dotect: 
ing the falseness of notes produced 
with spurious plates “or by raising 
the denomination of good notes, ix 
provided by microphotography, an’ art 
practised by both professional and 
‘amateur photographers, In the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Police, Sub-Insp, 
RL Fernandez has given special 
lutiontion to this worle and has spent 
‘much time on the technique of this 
type of photography, which is also 
known as photomierography, 

‘A favourite trick of forers is to 
aller the gures or figure wording 
fon genuine notes of small denomina: 
tion, some with inks and others by 
pasting printed figures over | the 
original numbers, raising the figures 
from 1 {0 10, from 5 to $0, ete, On 
the whole these alterations are easily 
detected and the notes can only be 
assed ina rush, 

In China there is, further, changing 
the names of some of the provinelal 
cities to "Shanghai on otherwise 
genuine notes that for political oF 
other reasons have been declared in 
valid, as for instanee the Central 
Bank’ of China 1926 Hankow issue. 

Where out-and-out forgeries are 
concerned, the poor quality of the 
Paper often gives a clue, Quite

id isa much easier check 
‘engraving. Practically all bad. notes 
bear defective printing—over-inking 
fa common fault and one which is 
jelected easily especially in the

JJN the concluding part of the 


index of safety in industrial accidents, and it is stated that 
the stoppage of work in factories in August and the subsequent 
re-opening on a reduced scale during the rem 
the year has rendered the usual accident report non-comparable 
‘There were 1752 accidents reported during the 
first seven months, and 1976 during the twelve months of 1937, 


with other years. 


as against 2200 in 1936, ‘The 


aceidents reported for the last five months of the year provides in 
itself an index of what the hostilities did to industry. 


‘The proportional increase for 
normal months over the 1990 figure 
hag. been partially due to better re- 
porting, the procedure now having 
become more or less automatic in the 
main agencies supplying. information. 

‘As in past. years accident reports 
have been supplied by the Police and 
Fire Departments, the hospitals and 
in some eases by ‘the factories them- 
selves. Again the hospitals were 
chiefly responsible for the assistance 
iglven, 1138 reports having beon sent 
in by them, ‘This is a considerable 
Inerease on the figure of 1368 for the 
whole twelve months of 1936, 

Following the procedure "already 
established, each of these accidents 
has. been" investigated and where 
feasible preventive measures have 
‘been requested. Experience gained 
over the lust three years has enabled 
inspectors to deal more readily with 
situations as they arise, During the 
portion of ‘the year under review, 
there were 51 cases, which had fatal 
consequences as against 95 for the| 
whole of 1036 and 104 for 1999, There 
was a rise in the number of women 
injured, 212 cases having been re- 
ported as against 103 in: 1996 and 100 
in 1985. ‘This Js accounted for by the} 
large nuumber—101—who were gassed 
In one dneldent. The cause in this 
case was leaking ammonia in a cold 
storage plant, 

‘There were 18 deaths from. falls 
nine of which took place on bulldin 
under construction. As in the past, 
falling has again "proved to be the 
largest single cause for fatal accidents, 
in Shanghal, And again the textile 
industry shows up as being the in- 
dustry in-whlch most fatal accidents 
take place, eight textile workers 
having been killed during the period 
under surve 

Eight workers met thelr death by 
accident while engaged in transport 
duties. Six were fatally injured, in 
‘machinery and metal product trades. 
‘Of workers Injured, the largest age 
eategory Js that of 14-19, 

‘Of the 1752 aceldents recorded 53 
were associated with power driven 
machinery. ‘There were eight fatalie 
ties. For the twelve months of 1996 
there were G49 out of a total 2,200, 
algo with eight fatalities 

Electrical Accidents 

‘There were five fatal accidents due 
to defective cables and fexibles, this 
number being two more than the total 
number recorded for 1980. Accidents 
this category represent the 
majority of those which took pla 
‘The toto number of accidents re- 
ported for the seven months period 
‘was 21 as against 86 for the whole of 
the preceding year. 

Aceldents on Buildings 

‘There hag beon a greater propor- 
tion of workers fatally injured while 
engayed in the building trade than 
there was last year, there being 20 
fatalities and 105 injuries for seven 
‘months as against 11” fatalities and 
133 Injuries for the twelve months of 
1936, Again the absence of proper 
safeguards in scaffolding led to a 
number of fatal accidents, fifteen of 
the twenty workers killed having] 
come to thelr death as the result of 
falls. 





























‘Transport 
‘That 118 accidents were found to 
tbe due to transport work, though only 
two of these wore fatal. ‘This is 
‘against the 263 reported in 1030 of 
whieh number 16 were fatal, 
Rules for Steam Plant Instaltations

Hence 
also, locations of boilers which are not 
considered’ satisfactory have been 
“temporarily approved.”

to induce owners of boilers which are 
situated in alley way houses to move 
fo more sultable premises, To. at-

Experimental Class 

In May, an initial experimental 
class of boiler attendants was gathered 
together." It consisted of twenty 
members, employed by twenty 
factories ‘and eight industries. The 
‘course consisted of twelve lectures 
‘and. demonstrations. Tt ‘was made 
possible through the voluntary and 
interested services of three Chinese 
supervising engineers registered with 
the Council, Messrs. 'T. S. King, ¥.C. 
Lee and Yenson Hu, to whom the 
thanks of the Industrial Seetion have 
been expressed. A statement that 
they have attended the class was 
prepared for each’ of the boiler~ 
minders. 

‘This experimental class showed the| 
value of the instruction provided. Of 
Importance, apart from the factual 
Information imparted, has been, the| 
development of a “safety conscious 
ness” in the minds of the class mem- 
bers. This psychological factor is 
perhaps as important as any other in 
working towards the goa! of greater 
safety. 

‘A second class with 35 members, 
boiler attendants from factories in the 
Western district, began its meetingx 
under the tuition of the same engineers 
in December, 1987. With the problem 
‘of supervision of bollers reduced by 
the numbers of industrial ~ plants. 
temporarily or permanently out of 
‘operation due to hostilities, it should 
be possible to provide, during 1938, 
for the instruction of virtually all the 
boller attendants’ in factories ‘which 
will operate, Material progress ean. 
be made toward a goal which will 
permit only those attendants to fire 
boilers in the Settlement who have 
been Instructed in the safety. prin- 
‘ciples involved. 

In 1987 there was prepared a fourth 
‘study, the contribution of Dr. B. 5. 
Platt ‘of the Henry Lester Institute of 
‘Medical Research covering "Lead and| 
‘Antimony in relation to the Health of 
the Worker and of the Community.” 
‘This covered a survey of factories and 
workshops In the International Settle- 
ment in which these metals are in 
use. The health hazards from anti- 
mony to which the workers in the 
Tatler undertakings are exposed be- 
‘come in turn the health hazards_of| 
the community which uses enamelled 
ware manufactured under certain 
conditions. Hostilities prevented the 
final. issue of the study, which, how- 
fever, when published will add to the. 
series and begin to build for Shanghai 
‘and for China an aceurate scientific 
Knowledge of the local situation. So| 
far as research workers are concerned, 
the fact that until recently there has 
been little oficial concern with the 
health conditions in factories, provides 
a labaratory of study where the crude 
health results, unmitigated by the re- 
‘quirements of authorities, may be 











Diet of Workers 

Initial investigations in 1936 showed 
that_many young apprentices were 
not only not kept well, but were the 
victims of dietary deficiency diseases 
such as beri-beri, as definite in thelr 
effects as the diseases of bacillary 
origin. 

‘The clinical ndings of Dr. B. S. 
Platt over some years in respect af| 
this range of disease indicated thata 
large proportion of the patients seek- 
ing the assistance of. the . special 
research ward in the hospital were| 
apprentices and others of the artisan 
class. Accordingly a survey was made| 
Jor many shops employing apprentices, 
with startling results. Signs _of| 
dietary deficiency were widespread. 
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kkitehen, in which apprentices would 
be fed ‘at no greater cost than their 
masters were accustomed to pay, with 
the object of demonstrating whether 
it was possible to eliminate beri-beri 
not only in any of its minor mani- 
festations, but certainly in its grosser 
forms which are so frequently fatal. 
Actual food supplied and those over- 
hhead costs comparable with those of 
the supplier of factory food showed 
thnt the boys were fed at an average 
‘cost of $4.80 per bby per month. 

For more than six months, includ- 
Ing six weeks of summer weather, it 
‘was recorded that there was no sign of 
[beri-beri in any of the 75 boys being 
fed. Boys in neighbouring factories 
were found to be suffering | from 
deficiency diseases, and considering 
that in 1996 many boys had to be 
taken to hospital out of the factories 
[whose workers were fed in the kitchen 
in 1987, this outcome is most satis 
factory, ‘The basis of the experiment 
4s the fact that the country habit of 
‘storing rice in the husk, and dehusk- 
ing only that portion which is neces- 
‘sary for the food of the family for 
the day, no longer holds for city life. 
Rice is dehusked in the country-and 
transported unhusked to the city, to 
save haulage costs. In consequence 
the fats present in the “Silver skin” 
of the rice become rancid, and in 
order to make the rice palatable, it 
jmust be. washed. With the washing 
disappear the essential vitamin con- 
tents which act as deterrents to 
dietary deficiency disease. The ex- 
periment was designed to prove that, 
if rice were stored in the husk, and 
freshly dehusked immediately ‘prior 
to use, it became unnecessary to wash 
it, and the vitamin content therefore 
‘remained to prevent the onslaught of 
disease. Though by August 10 only 
one third of the experimental group 
Femiained, due to the withdrawal from 
the city of the others because of ap- 
proaching hostilities, sufficient tim« 
had already elapsed to prove the 
thesis. ‘The success of the experiment 
is undoubted. It gives to the In- 
‘dustrial Section’ an important instru- 
ment of education. When, in future, 
‘a visit to a workshop shows young 
workers with legs swollen so that 
‘they are unable to stand up, with a 
probable enlarged “heart condition 
frequently resulting in total collapse 
‘and death, it will be possible to in- 
dicate the’ preventive means. 

P.M. Department and Hygiene 
The efforts of the Public Health 
Department in two directions has) 
made an important contribution 
toward a more hygienic condition in| 
‘small factory premises. Prior to the 
‘Chinese New Year, notifications were 
issued to workshops requiring a 
‘whitewashing of the premises and a 
general . cleaning away of debris. 
Advantage was taken of the habit of 
‘the workshop to prepare the premises 
for the New Year. In future it is 
expected to use this procedure, and 
it Is hoped, with even better results. 
‘A second direction of effort was in 
the provision of latrine accommods 
tion In small workshops. ‘The fact 
‘that many of these are in premises 
not originally designed for industrial 
ses, and therefore without adequate 
jsanitary accommodation, has meant 
that a very unsanitary situation had 
developed. Provision of cheap accom 
modation of the type devised by the 
‘Department has an important bearing 
‘on the possibilities of future installa- 
‘tion, 

‘The Public Health Department also 
Jassisted in conducting experiments in 
freeing the crowded sleeping quarters 
‘of small industrial premises from in- 
festation by bed bugs. Fatigue result 

{ng from Joss of sleep end Inadequate 
‘rest can be an important factor in 
that lack of co-ordination: which con- 
tributes to the incidence of industrial 
accidents. Fatigue, too, is a factor 
predisposing to the ill ‘effects of 
dietary deficiency. The infestation is 
however extremely difficult to eradi- 
cate. ‘The importance of the experi-

HUNGJAO. AREA OPEN 
TO CHINESE ONLY 


Order Changed During Course| 
of the Day 


Reversing thelr usual procedure, 
the Japanese authorities have opened 
Hungjao to all Chinese, without 
‘asking them for passes, but are in- 
sisting on all foreigners wishing to 
proceed to that district having’ the 
necessary. permits, 

At the morning press conference 
on Feb. 5, the Japanese military 
spokesman said that effective from 8 
am, the western. part of Shanghal 
would be open to all, both foreigners 
and Chinese.

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NANTAO RETURNING 
TO PROSPERITY 


Japanese Spokesman Tells of 
Conditions ,

‘ance of a revived metropolis, a 
Japanese military spokesman said:

/Pootung, and 17,887 left for the coun- 
tryside in the west. 


Remaining in the Safety Zone on 


_Jsanuary 27 were 22,000 persons, com- 


bising 14,100 men, 5,700 women and 
2,800 children, the’ spokesman stated. 


‘Maintenance of Order 


In addition to a Japanese military 
force patrolling Nantao, 190 Chinese 
policemen of the Ta Tao Government 
were engaged in maintaining peace 
Jand order under the direction of the 
‘Japanese gendarmerie, Their efforts 
‘to prevent depredations, the spokes- 
‘man said, had been rewarded by the 
‘Nantao Benevolent Society, consist- 
ing of prominent residents under the 
direction of Mr, Wang I-ting, with a 
gift of $1,000, 


Referring to the fires in Nantao, 
the spokesman declared that 28 blazes 
‘had been reported trom Dec. 12 to 
Jan, 30. ‘These fires were attributed 
by the police, in order of their tre-

INQUEST ON W. J. € SHORPEE 
Before Mr. C. H. Haines, Coroner 
(Verdict of accidental death) 

‘The possibility that Mr. W. J. C. 
‘Shoppe fell from a higher floor in 
the Broadway ‘Mansions than the 
sccond floor was mentioned by Mr. 
. H. Haines, Coroner," at the con- 
cusion of Feb, 2 hearing of the 
‘inquest on Mr. Shoppe, which was 
adjourned until 1030-am. on Jan. 4. 
Mr, Haines expressed the belief that 
further medical evidence might dis- 
‘pose of the theory that he had fallen 
{from the second floor. “There is an. 
interval of a quarter of an hour from 
‘the time Mr. Shoppe left the ground 
floor fo the time when his eries were 
heard”, Mr. Haines declared, “and this 
is not ‘explained by the evidence up 
to this point.” 

‘Mr. Haines expressed his intention 
of calling Dr. E G. Gauntlett, who 
previously gave medical evidence 
Which tended to. show that Mtr. 
‘Shoppee had fallen from the second 
oor. 

Bvidenco was given on Feb, 2 by 
James Arthur Mason, employed as an 
engineer ja Broadway Mansions, who| 
stated that after showing a Mr. Morris 
to an apartment on the second floor, 
he heard sereams, but it was dimeult 
to tell where they came from. This| 
‘was about 5 pm. Witness and Mr. 
F. M. Howard, a previous witness, 
took the lift to the ground floor. Here 
they picked up the number one fitter, 
and ascended to the seventh floor. 
‘There, they heard more cries, and 
‘went down to apartment 22, on the 
second floor. Attempting to frace the 
direction from which the eries came, 
‘the three men walked down to the 
first floor, and the Number One Atter| 
‘shouted, “There is some one in the 
Tet shate”. 

‘They then went round to tho-back 
of the building, where the service lift 
‘was. situated, "and found it raised 
‘about four feet from the ground. With. 
‘the aid of torches, they could see 
someone lying in tho lift well. ‘They 
lifted Mr. Shoppe up on to the floor, 
‘and he complained that his arm was 
‘broken. Witness assured him that his, 
‘arm was not broken, and he then 
complained about pain in his right 
eve. 








Pinal Hearing 


“1 find that Me. William Joseph 
Shoppee died at Shanghai on January 
1 of shock, concussion and laceration 
of the brain ag a result of injuries 
received in a fall down a lift shaft 
in Broadway Mansions. There is no| 
‘evidence to show how he got into the 
Aft shaft and there is also no evidence 
to.show that the fall is anything but 
seceldental.” 

After giving the above verdict at 
the conclusion of the inquest on A 
Shoppe on February 4 in H.M. 
Police “Court, Mr. C. H. Haines, 
‘Coroner, sald’ he had inspected the 
second, thirteenth and sixteenth floors 
where ‘the lift shafts were barricaded. 
He held the barriers as most inade- 
quate as a protection from potential 
dangerous openings. Mr. | F. 
Howard, engineer of the Shanghai 
Land Investment Co.. thought them 
to be adequate, but ‘they wero not. 
Although the hotel was not open to) 
‘the public, it could be entered by 
anybody, Mr, Haines remarked. 


‘Two Witnesses Called 


Dr. BG. Gauntlett ond Mr. Fred 
L. Robbins, representative of Messrs. 
Parke, Davis & Co, were the only’ 
witnesses called during February 4 
hearing. Dr. Gauntlett, who previous- 
ly had_ given medical’ evidence, told 
the Cornoner that the injuties 
sustained by Mr. Shoppee "were 
‘more consistent with a fall trom a 
higher altitude than the second floor. 
If the deceased had fallen from higher 
floors, he would not expect to find 
‘more’ serious injuries than he. had 
found on the body. It was impossible 
fo slate fram what. height the de- 
ceased fell. Dr. Gauntlett said he 
should think it from a higher altitude 
than 25 feet. One could easily fall 
from 25 feet without sustaining any 
serious injury. 

‘ir. Robbins sald he knew Mr. 











Ja man of very high character and 
vvery energetic in his work. To his 
knowledge, the deceased “had no. 
troubles." On the morning of his 
death, Mr. Shoppee ad got a wire 
from his home offlee, authorizing him 
to take-three or four weeks’ vacation, 
to which the. deceased was lookin 
forward with great pleasure. The 
deceased "was ‘never absent-minded, 
nor did he suffer from light-blindness, 
He was sure-footed and. he wore 
glasses sometimes while reading. He 
‘was of happy disposition during ull 
{the time witness knew him. 





Verdict General 


Before giving his verdicl, Mr, 
Haines sald evidence was, clear that 
‘deceased went to the Broadway Man- 
sions at 445 pm, entering the central 
part from the east wing, making in- 
jquiries about his flat. After that, his 
movements were not known. Definite 
statements wero made that barriers 
in front of the lift shafts were in 
place both before and after the fall. 
Tt was considered -to be extremely 
probable that the deceased had walk 
‘ed from the swing door on the second 
floor into the opening. It wns, how- 
ever, merely a theory which was 
shaken by Dr. Gauntiett’s evidence. 
‘There was not the slightest ground for 
suspecting sulcide. There was also 
no. suggestion of foul play. Mr. 
Haines therefore gave the above 
verdict which he considered to be 
general

‘The Fuehrer vested himself with the supreme command of the 
nation’s armed forces, creating thereby a new office of the Supreme 
Command of the Armed Forces in the German War Ministry, 
directly under himself and comprised of his military staff. Further, 
he has instituted a new secret Cabinet Council which will advise 
him on all foreign and political questions. 

The move, not unexpected but surprising in nature, ostensibly 
arose in crisis caused by the displeasure of Reichswehr officers at 
the marriage of Field Marshal Werner von Blomberg, Minister of 
War, to a woman of humble birth. ‘The Marshal has been relieved 
of his posts and retired together with his Chief of Staff, Col.-Gen. 
Werner von Fritsch, who does so on grounds of ill-health. Herr 
Hitler has written to both men, thanking them warmly for thei 
past services to the nation and’ himseli 

‘The Reichstag has been summoned ge 
for February 20, 

Herr Joachim von Ribbentrop.

‘Ing of the Endymion, according to a 
communique issued by the Come 
mander of the Cartagena Naval Base, 
‘These included the Swedish control 
officer, the ship's master and his wife 
‘and the second engineer, “These three 
were of British nationality. ‘The 
Femainder of the erew were saved 
by the prompt action of the Spanish 
‘Maritime. authorities. 

‘The British Government is taking 
a serlous view of the torpedolng of 
the vessel. ‘This Is the frst. time 2 
British ship has been sunk since the 
Nyon agreement came into force last 
September. 

‘The Endymion was carrying 1,500 
tons of coal to Cartagena.—Reuter,

CR, Aitlee, asked in the House of 
Commons to-day about the sinking 
of the ship und the Birst Lord of the 
‘Admiralty, ‘Mr. A, Dult-Cooper, in 
reply, sald, "We ‘are. taking. ste 
to increase’ our patrol immediately.” 

He then explained that the Endy- 
mion had been sunk by a torpedo 
yesterday morning, sixteen» miles 
south of Cape Tindso. Ten persons, 
Including the master’ and his. wite, 
doth British subjects, had. been 
drowned, Four survivors were re= 
ported fo have reached Cartagens, 

‘Tho position in which the vessel 
was sunk, ‘Mr, ‘Dufl-Cooper’ stated, 
was approximately 20" miles "from 
the nearest of routes which had been 
vecommended to shipping asa 
esull of the Nyon arrangement. ‘The 
ship did not carry a wireless, 

He added that the strength of the 
patrols had, by arrangement among 
the Nyon Powers, been reduced, and 
that consideration was being given 
to ite Increase once. again.

Second British Ship Sunk 
In Mediterranean 


London, Feb. 4 

Before British indignation over 
the torpedoing of the Endymion 
has cooled, another British mer- 
chantman was sunk in the Med- 
erranean, She Is the 1,387-ton 
steamer Alcira, which, according 
toa. statement issued by the 
Minister of Defence at Barcelona, 
was bombed and sunk by two 
Nationalist aeroplanes 20. miles 
‘off Barcolong, to-day. 

‘The machfnes are alleged to 
have eireled twice over the ship 
‘before dropping five bombs. The 
Alcira sank immediately, but th 
British crew of 25 as well as a 
nnon-in rvention control officer 
‘were rescued by a Republican 
sloop and a fishing boat, which 
landed them in Barcelona. 

‘The Alcira, registered in Glas- 
gow, was flying the British flag 
‘and ‘was proceeding to Barcelona 
‘with coal—Reuter.

ing the United Kingdom, 

During the first eleven months of 
1997, the Secretary said, the United

For many years commercial avia- 
lon in AUsiralia made lille pro- 
gress. Small private enterprises 
‘were unable to provide the standards 
‘of comfort, reliability and safely the 
public expected, and most of them 
falled. ‘That phase, through which 
commercial aviation In most countries 
has lo. pass, {s now. happily ended. 
Sound ‘financlat organization and 
modern equipment are revolutionizing. 
‘Australian airways, and the progress. 
‘made in the last two years has been 
‘amazingly rapid. It is, in fact, prob- 
‘ably unequalled in any part of the 
world. 

‘Statistics just published by the 
Civil “Aviation Board show that 
Australian airlines are now flying at 
‘the rate of 9543,820 miles a year. 
This is more than twice the mileage 
flown by British Imperial Airways 
last year. Only four years ago the 
total route mileage of Australian air| 
services was 9,000. In 1937 it was! 
26,500 miles, of which 146M are 
‘operated by unsubsidized services. 

‘Another healthy sign is the success: 
‘of competitive services. State control 
of railways in this country has 
burdened the taxpayer without any 
special advantage to the travelling’ 
Dublic, and it is hoped that free comn- 
petition will maintain the rapid im- 
provement in air transport that could 
hardly be expected from a Stale 
‘monopoly. 





ntributing Factors

While other cou 
tries, like the Soviet, are encouraging, 
the ‘increase of rabbits, Australia, 
spends thousands of pounds annually 
to keep them under control, ‘The 
wool Industry isthe foundation of 
Australia's economic system, and It 
is estimated that four rabbits will eat 
Jas much grass as one sheep. ‘Naturally 
the grazier would like the rabbit 
‘eliminated, but, as the pelts of rab> 
bits provide ‘an industry earning 
Jabout £1,000,000 a year, there are 
vested interests opposed to thelr 
destruction. 

‘AL present rabbits are barely kept 
under control by organized poisoning, 
Jdigging-in and fumigation of burrows, 
the casual destruction of sportsmen 
and trapping.. In addition to these 
measures. graziers are obliged to 
spend vast sums on  rabbil-proof 
fences, often miles long, which require 
frequent attention if’ they are 10 
remain effective. 

‘The present experiments are 
designed 10 test the efficacy of a 
virus, with which captured rabbils 
fare infected, and. then relewsed to 
Spread the infection, Laboratory tests 
have been highly’ successful. The 
virus does not affect any other 
‘nimals, and, as it takes about two 
weeks to Kili an infected rabbit, the 
‘spread of infection 1s expected to be 
very rapid. 

‘Although the authoritics are con 
vineed that the virus could now be 
spread without any harmful cone 
sequences, they have yielded to op- 
position to the extent of conducting 
a large-scale test on Wardang Island, 
4 small island off the coast of South 
Australia, “Here a 90-aere paddock, 
fenelosed with special fencing, has 
been set uside for the experiment. 1! 
Was estimated to contain about $00 
wild rabbits, and since “20 infected 
rabbit were introduced in Novem- 
ber many of the wild ones have died

(Tomb of the Seventh ‘Prince), his

Royal Superstition 


‘The attention of the _Empress- 
Dowager was first drawn to this tree 
by a certain Manchu official of her 
Court, Ying Nien by name. ‘Trading, 
‘on his mistress's superstitious dis 
position, he tried to. ingratiote him- 
self with her by telling her that this 
tree was the real cause why the 
direct succession to the throne had 
not remained in her family. Accord~ 
ing to the — soothsayers, so he told 
her, this ginko tree Was draining 
away from her family all the Feng 
shut (good luck) into the “Chun 
branch of the Manchu house. To put 
‘an end to that, she ought to-eut down 
the tree, when the succession would 
revert onee more to her own branch, 
‘This suggestion made such a deep 
impression on the superstitions mind 
‘of the old lady that she could never
